Claims 1-10 were cancelled in the most recent amendment. 



Claims 1 1-20 are pending in the application and were examined on their merits. 



The previous rejections are hereby removed due to the cancellation of the 



previous claims. 



Claim Objections 



Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: 



Claim 12, part (a) recites 'single entities or mixtures.' (which contains a period at 
the end of 'mixtures'). This appears to be a typographical error since this part of the 
claim is clearly not the end of the claim. Removal of the period will overcome this 
objection. 



Appropriate correction is required 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 12-20 all refer to a cancelled claim; claim 1. This causes ambiguity 
because claim 1 is cancelled, and therefore the metes and bounds of claims 12-20 
cannot be clearly delineated. It is thought that Applicants intend for claims 12-20 to 
depend upon independent claim 1 1 . Amending the dependencies of claims 12-20 to be 
dependant upon claim 11 and not claim 1 will overcome this rejection. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 
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Specifically, claim 12 recites 'about 50 mg to about 500 mg', claim 13 recites 
'about 50 micrograms to about 200 micrograms' claim 14 recites '50 mg to about 400 
mg', claim 15 recites 'from about 10 mg to about 400 mg\ claim 16 recites 'from about 
0.001 micrograms to about 100 micrograms', claim 17 recites 'about 10mg to about 400 
mg', claim 18 recites 'about 50mg to about 2000mg', claim 19 recites 'about 0.001 
micrograms to about 400 micrograms' and claim 20 recites 'from about 10 mg to about 
1600 mg'. None of these ranges can be found in the original specification as filed. 
Thus, these ranges are considered to be New Matter. Applicant is asked to point out 
where in the specification, as filed, these ranges can be found or to delete/amend the 
claims in order to overcome this rejection. 

Claims are free of the art. 

No Claims are allowed.
